The  birth-rate  per  1000  of  the  population  is  24.65,  the  actual 
number  of  births  being  110  less  than  that  for  1914.  This  is  a 
matter  for  regret.  The  rates  for  1914  and  1913  were  26.8  and  25.0. 

Illegitimate  Births. 

There  were  15  illegitimate  births  registered,  three  of  which 
were  inward  transfers,  and  gives  a percentage  of  four  of  the  total 
births.  The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  was  made  com- 
pulsory in  the  district  from  1st  September,  1915. 

Deaths. 


The  actual  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was 
202.  On  deducting  9 non-residents  and  adding  23  residents 
registered  in  other  districts,  the  corrected  number  is  216,  and 
this  gives  a death-rate  of  14.2  per  1000, 


The  death-rate  of  the  deaths  occurring  in  the  district  would 
be  13.28. 


These  statistics  also  exclude  the  deaths  of  the  two  soldiers 
of  His  Majesty’s  Forces,  who  died  from  wounds  ; one  in  the 
district  arrd  the  other  in  a rreighbouring  district.  The  death 
rale  of  the  corrected  numbers  for  1913  was  12.2,  and  for  1914  was 
13.8.

Infant  Mortality. 

Tlie  deaths  occurring  in  infants  under  one  ^X'ar  of  age 
was  32  (47  in  1913,  and  47  in  1914),  givirrg  a death-rate  of  85.33 
per  loot)  births. 

This  rate,  which  is  one  of  the  chief  considered  in  forming 
an  opinion  as  to  the  health  of  a district,  is  decidedly  declining. 
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The  rale  for  1914  was  96.9,  and  1913  was  106.0. 

The  deaths  of  the  illegitimate  infants  numbered  2. 

The  Zymotic  or  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases. 

These  are  Small-pox,  Scarlet  I'ever,  Diphtheria  (including 
Membranous  Croup),  Whooping  Cough,  Fevers,  Enteric,  Typhus, 
and  Continued,  and  Diarrhoea,  with  Enteritis  and  Measles.  The 
deaths  were  17,  and  gives  a death-rate  of  1.11  per  1000.  This 
rate  in  1914  was  0.66,  and  in  1913  was  1.33.  Considering  the 
drop  in  the  popidation  for  this  year,  this  is  fairly  satisfactory. 
See  table  below. 


The  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was 
15,  and  2 from  Tuberculous  Meningitis  ; the  17  giving  a death- 
rate  of  1.12  per  1000,  compared  with  1.05  in  1914,  and  1.2  in  1913. 
The  death-rate  from  the  48  cases  of  diseases  of  the  Respiratory 
Organs,  including  Acute  Pneumonia  (19)  and  Bronchitis  (25) 
was  3.15,  as  against  2.27  in  1914,  and  1.2  in  1913,  and  considering 
the  rather  severe  winter  the  increase  is  not  to  be  wondered  at. 
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Epidemic  Diarrhoea  was  responsible  for  9 deaths,  giving  a 
rate  of  0.59. 

Organic  Heart  Disease — 36  deaths  ; giving  a rate  of  2.3 
per  1000. 

^Malignant  Diseases  (Cancer) — 13  deaths  ; rate  of  0.85  per 

1000. 


Tliere  were  14  deaths  dne  to  violence  (excluding  suicide). 
There  was  one  death  by  suicide  from  drowning. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

Under  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889, 
and  later  Orders,  105  cases  were  notified  ; this  was  a considerable 
improvement  compared  with  144  in  1914.  In  Table  II.  at  the 
end  of  this  Report  a detailed  list  will  found  of  the  several  diseases. 
These  include  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  (5  cases),  and  in  con- 
nection with  which  I should  like  to  emphasise  the  remarks  made 
b}"  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (now  on  war  service)  in  his 
Report  for  1914.  I understand  that  recently  an  attempt  has 
been  initiated  to  provide  a District  Nurse,  but  whether  or  no 
her  services  will  be  available  for  such  cases  I do  not  know,  as  I 
am  quite  iti  the  dark  as  to  the  rules  or  regulations  under  which 
she  works. 

Enteric  Fever  was  responsible  for  3 deaths  ; the  number 
of  cases  during  the  year  was  8.  The  causes  were  traced  as  probably 
due  to  shell  fish  from  various  sources,  either  mussels  or  cockles, 
in  4 cases  ; 2 were  contacts  ; 1 was  contacted  abroad,  and  the 
other  was  doubtful. 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1913. 

During  the  ^^ear  17  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  as 
against  35  in  1914  ; of  these,  15  were  affections  of  the  lungs. 
Whenever  possible  disinfection  is  carried  out  after  death  or 
removal.

Water  Supply. 


The  siipph'  continues  good  and  sufficient. 
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The  Sewerage  and  Scavenging  arrangements  have  been  well 
attended  to,  they,  with  the  management  of  the  Refuse  Destructor, 
are  under  your  Anthoiity. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  Dairies,  Milkshops,  and  Cowsheds  have  been  occasion- 
alty  ns])ected  by  the  Snitary  Inspector,  and  the  conditions  have 
been  fairly  satisfactor}".  The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  not  been 
able  to  devote  as  much  time  to  this  as  is  his  custom,  on  account 
of  the  demands  on  his  time,  due  to  his  performing  the  duties  of 
Port  Sanitary  Ins^^ector,  so  as  to  release  that  official  for  war 
service. 

The  Abattoirs. 

These  are  the  propert}^  of  your  Council,  and  strict  regula- 
tions ensure  their  proper  use.  The  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is 
a certificated  Meat  Insjxictor,  attends  regularly  and  examines 
the  carcasses,  and  is  especially  vigilant  with  regard  to  the  prevSence 
of  Tuberculosis. 

The  Education  (Administration  Provisions)  Act,  1907. 

The  Count}"  Council  is  the  iVuthority  under  tliis  Act. 
Sanitary  conditions  are  satisfactory.  No  schools  have  been 
closed  on  accoiint  of  infectious  diseases. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909. 

Particulars  of  work  carried  out  under  this  Act  will  be  found 
in  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Notification  of  Measles. 

By  an  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  Measles  was 
added  to  the  Infections  Diseases  Notification  Schedule,  and  took 
effect  from  1st  Jannar}",  1916.  We  have  had  the  experience  of  a 


lo 


rather  sharp  epidemic  since  that  date  ; this  has  necessarily 
increased  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  officials,  and  has  been  in- 
strumental, partly,  in  delaying  the  presentation  of  this  Report 
beyond  the  usual  limit. 

Enclosed  are  the  Tables  1,  2,  3,  4,  required  by  the  Eocal 
Government  Board.  The  Coimt}^  Council  have  been  sent  copies.

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  3"ou  a summary  of  the  work  done  by 
the  Sanitary  Department  during  the  year  1915. 

Routine  work  in  various  directions  has  been  curtailed  during 
the  last  half  of  the  year,  owing  to  work  done  in  the  Port  Sanitary 
District  since  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  ]\I.  Curr,  joined 
the  R.A.M.C.,  early  in  July. 

The  office  work  has  largely  increased  owing  to  new  Orders 
which  have  come  into  force,  and  Returns  which  have  to  be  made 
to  various  Authorities. 

The  numxber  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  2987,  as 


compared  with  1744  in  1914.

Inspections — Housing  and  Town  Planning 
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Removal  of  Nuisances. 

Tlie  number  of  complaints  received  respecting  alleged 
nuisances  was  109.  x\  large  number  were  genuine,  but  some 
related  to  matters  wliicli  could  not  be  dealt  with  under  the 
rnblic  Health  Acts. 

As  a result  of  routine  inspection,  inspection  of  Common 
Lodging-houses,  Workshops,  &:c.,  inspections  under  tlie  Housing 
Regulations,  and  enquiries  in  cases  of  Infections  Disease,  543 
nuisances  were  found  to  exist  at  426  premises. 

Preliminary  notice  to  abate  the  nuisance  was  given  in  each 
case  ; of  these  200  were  written  notices  and  226  were  verbal. 

Seven  statutory  notices  were  issued,  but  no  legal  proceedings 
were  required  to  enforce  them. 

Three  cases  were  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Removal  of  Stable  Manure. 

The  Council  made  regulations  under  Sec.  50,  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  requiring  that  manure  from  stables  and  similar  premises 
should  be  removed  at  least  once  in  each  week.  A copy  of  the 
notice  was  served  on  all  persons  concerned,  and  the  manure 
receptacles  systematically  visited.  Some  difflcnlty  was  ex- 
perienced at  the  outset,  but  during  the  summer  months  the 
receptacles  were  emptied  regularly.  From  enquiries  made  in 
the  different  neighbourhoods  affected,  it  was  generally  found  that 
a large  decrease  in  the  number  of  flies  had  been  noticed,  as  com- 
pared with  previous  years,  and  less  nuisance  from  offensive  smells. 

At  the  same  period  circulars  were  distributed  throughout 
the  town,  pointing  out  the  dangers  arising  from  the  house  fly  ; 
the  danger  of  leaving  foods,  &c.,  especially  milk,  exposed  to 
contamination  from  flies,  was  pointed  out  as  occasion  arose, 
during  visits  to  dwelling-houses  with  regard  to  nuisances  and 
other  matters. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1909. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  houses  during  the  3"ear,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  3^ear  a number  of  houses  were  empt3\ 

The  work  under  this  Act  was  curtailed  for  the  reason  alread3’' 
stated  at  the  beginning  of  the  Report. 

No  Closing  Orders  were  issued,  the  defects  discovered  being 
dealt  with  b3^  preliminar3^  notices,  or  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts.

Infectious  Diseases. 

Visits  to  the  number  of  248  were  made  to  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease.  In  87  cases  the  patient  was  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Moss  Side.  These  are  a large  proportion  of  the  cases 
usually  removed  to  hospital,  viz.,  in  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever, 
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and  Diphtheria.  In  several  cases  treated  at  home,  the  patient 
was  not  in  a condition  to  be  moved. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  after  the  removal  or  recovery  of 
the  patient,  by  spraying  the  rooms  with  a solution  of  formalin 
and  then  fumigating  with  formalin  gas.  Infected  bedding, 
clothing,  or  other  articles  are  disinfected  at  the  Town  Yard  by 
steam.  Izal  fluid  and  powder  are  supplied  free  to  all  infected 
houses  and  instructions  given  as  to  the  precautions  to  be  taken. 
Notice  is  sent  to  the  head  teacher  of  all  schools  attended  by  the 
children  resident  in  the  house,  including  schools  outside  the 
district.  The  children  are  excluded  until  a second  notice  is  sent. 
Notice  is  also  sent  to  the  Librarian,  who  in  such  cases  does  not 
issue  books  to  the  house  infected,  and  calls  in  books  lent,  for 
disinfection.  In  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Enteric  Fever  the  drains 
are  tested  by  smoke. 

During  the  year  102  houses  were  disinfected,  and  697 
articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  were  treated. 

The  special  arrangements  as  to  co-operation  with  the 
military  authorities  have  all  been  carried  out.  A large  amount 
of  disinfection  has  been  done  for  the  military  authorities,  on 
account  of  causes  other  than  infectious  disease  ; several  rooms  and 
1189  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  having  been  disinfected. 

Food  Inspection. 

Three  hundred  visits  were  made  to  the  Public  Slaughter- 
houses, and  99  visits  to  other  premises  where  foods  are  prepared 
or  sold  (not  including  fish  curing  houses). 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Public  Slaughter- 
house was  ; — 685  Beasts,  3855  Sheep,  75  Calves,  and  213  Pigs. 

One  cow  and  two  pigs  were  slaughtered  on  farms  on  account 
of  injury  or  sickness.  The  carcass  and  organs  of  the  cow  were 
afterwards  brought  to  the  Slaughter-house. 


No  seizAire  was  made  at  the  Slaughter-house  during  the  year, 
all  the  articles  condemned  being  surrendered  by  the  butchers. 
The  meat  retailed  in  the  town  was  of  a high  quality",  and  the 
public  are  well  served  in  this  respect.  In  every  case  where  meat 
was  found  after  slaughter  to  be  unfit  for  food,  the  animal  was 
purchased  at  the  market  price,  and  when  alive  was  apparently 
in  a healthy  condition  and  well  nourished. 


The  following  were  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  food 
and  afteiwards  destroyed  : — 

For  Tuberculosis  : Beasts — 1 cow  and  viscera,  641  lbs.  ; part 
of  carcass  of  heifer,  48  lbs.  ; viscera  of  6 beasts  ; 5 heads  ; 
3 livers  ; 5 diapliragms  ; 24  lungs  ; 1 udder. 

Pigs. — One  small  pig  and  viscera,  40  lbs.  ; 3 lungs  ; 2 livers. 

Other  Diseases. — Beasts — 1 cow  and  viscera,  683  lbs.  {septic 
metritis)  ; 3 lungs  ; 33  livers  ; 1 kidney  ; 1 tongue. 
Sheep — 28  lungs  ; 31  livers  ; 2 kidneys  ; 1 sheep  and  all 
organs  (emaciated  and  dropsical),  part  carcass,  15  lbs. 
Pigs — 1 viscera  and  2 livers. 


From  tlie  ^Market  and  other  premises  and  the  Railway 
Station  the  following  articles  were  destroyed  : — 

^Mackerel,  84  lbs.  ; haddocks,  112  lbs.  ; Whiting,  56  lbs.  1 
and  Smoked  Fish  1876  lbs.  (damaged  by  fire  and  water). 

One  pig’s  head  affected  with  tuberculosis  was  found  in  a 
butcher’s  shop.  This  was  seized  and  afterwards  destroyed  by 
order  of  a magistrate.  This  ])ig  was  one  which  came  into  the 
town  ready  dressed  from  the  country,  and  so  escaped  any  exami- 
nation until  seen  at  the  shop. 
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Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  your  Authority 
over  the  whole  of  the  district  with  the  exception  of  a few  houses 
close  to  the  boundaries  of  the  district,  where  the  work  is  done  by 
contractors.  The  collection  from  dust-bins  is  carried  out  weekty  ; 
from  the  ash-pits  once  in  three  weeks.  The  refuse  is  cremated 
at  the  Refuse  Destructor  situated  at  the  Electricity  Works. 

The  work  done  in  this  department  was  as  follows  : — 177,319 
dust-bins,  1433  ash-pits,  and  660  priv}"  receptacles  were  emptied, 
and  1 10  loads  of  trade  refuse  were  dealt  with.  In  all,  2727  loads 
of  refuse  were  removed  to  the  Destructor. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

The  number  of  visits  to  Factories  and  Workshops  during 
the  year  was  164  ; 41  to  Factories  and  123  to  Workshops.  These 
figures  include  the  inspections  made  in  the  Port  District  as  re- 
corded in  the  Port  Sanitary  Report. 

Three  complaints  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories,  all  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences.

Summary  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Monthly  Reports  for  the  Year  ending  the  31st  December,  1915. 
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PORT  SANITARY  REPORT. 



1'leetwood, 

Gentlemen,  June,  1916. 

The  health  of  those  arriving  at  the  Port  has  continued  to 
be  good,  and  no  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  during  the 
year. 

The  hospital  continues  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients 
suffering  from  Plague,  Cholera,  or  Yellow  Fever.  It  was  last 
used  in  the  3"ear  1894. 

The  mooring  station  for  vessels  found  to  be  infected  with 
Plague,  Cholera  or  Yellow  Fever,  has  been  fixed  on  the  north 
side  of  Tune  Deep,  off  the  entrance  to  the  River  \V3ue. 

An  outside  boarding  station  for  infected  or  suspected  ships 
has  not  yet  been  arranged.  A steam  tug  owned  by  the  Harbour 
Authorities  would  be  placed  at  my  disposal  in  case  of  the  necessity 
of  my  inspecting  any  vessel  detained  in  Tune  Deep. 

The  personal  relations  between  the  officers  of  H.H.  Customs 
and  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  continue  to  be  most  cordial. 

The  Port  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  M.  Curr,  joined  H.M. 
Forces  in  the  R.A.M.C.  in  Juty,  and  the  work  has  been  carried 
(Ui  by  the  Urban  Sanitar}'  Inspector  since  that  time.  Some  of 
the  routine  work  has  of  necessity  been  curtailed,  but  vessels  from 
foreign  ports  are  all  visited  on  arrival  and  the  food  stuffs  landed 
arc  all  properly  examined. 

The  following  is  the  Report  of  Mr.  T.  R.  Bailey,  the  acting 
Port  Sanitary  Inspector  and  I'ood  Inspector.  This  Official  has 
compiled  this  lucid  report, and  from  my  experience  of  the  thorough- 
ness in  his  work,  I have  no  doubt  his  information  will  be  appre- 
ciated by  your  Council. 

I should  like,  here,  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to 
Mr.  Bailey  for  the  assistance  he  has  given  me  in  the  execution  of 
my  duties.

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No  statutory"  notices  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Informal  notices  131  in  number  were  given.  On  117 
vessels  the  notices  were  complied  with  ; and  14  vessels  left  the 
Port  with  the  notice  wholly  or  partly  not  complied  with,  and 
have  not  since  returned  to  the  Port. 

Vessels  from  Infected  Ports. 

No  vessel  from  a Port  infected  with  Plague,  Cholera,  or 
Yellow  Fever  ariived  duiing  the  year. 


Sickness  on  Vessels. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  on  any  vessel  entering 
the  Port  during  the  year.  The  following  cases  of  sickness,  injury, 
or  death  were  reported  or  ascertained. 
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Public  Health  (Regulations  as  to  Food)  Act,  1907. 

Unsound  Food  Regulations. 

Action  was  taken  in  62  cases  under  the  Unsound  Food 
Regulations  ; of  these  57  were  in  regard  to  Fish.  The  fish  were 
detained  on  account  of  being  unsound  in  55  cases,  and  in  2 cases 
the  fish  were  diseased.  The  fish  was  landed  from  trawlers  in  50 
cases  ; in  4 cases  was  ex-rail,  and  one  case  was  from  a cargo  of 
salt  fish  from  Newfoundland,  landed  from  a schooner. 

Action  was  taken  with  respect  to  grain  in  one  case,  the 
grain  being  allowed  to  be  used  for  poultry  food,  on  proper  guaran- 
tees being  given.  Four  cases  related  to  animals  landed  from 
Belfast. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  obtain  a justice’s  order,  the 
owners  or  their  representative  surrendering  the  articles  on  notice 
being  given. 

The  quantity  of  fish  surrendered  and  destroyed  during  the 
year  shews  a great  decrease  to  previous  years,  being  23|-  tons 
approx.,  as  compared  with  115|  tons  in  1914,  98  tons  in  1913,  and 
51  tons  in  1912.  The  decrease  is  mainly  due  to  the  gross  landings 
being  less  than  one-half  the  quantity  landed  in  1914,  and  a less 
proportion  of  Iceland  catches  were  landed,  especially  from  vessels 
not  of  British  nationalit}'. 

During  the  year  1525  catches  of  fish  from  steam  trawlers 
were  examined. 

According  to  the  figures  given  by  the  vSuperintendent  of 
the  Uancashire  and  Western  Sea  Fisheries  Committee,  the  weights 
and  values  of  Fish  landed  at  Fleetwood  were  as  follows,  viz.  : —
